T he following, says the N ew A^ork Bfirror, are the 


circumstances upon which Mr F ay’s Ibrthcoming novel 


is fbuadod :— 


“ It must be within the memory o f som e o f our read­ 
ers— those who have been residents o f the city far 25 
or ItO years— and younger inhabitants have

T his answer, o f course, excited 
much suiprise and anxiety, which were not a little in­ 
creased by his denial of having gone out with her, or 
o f even having seen her that evening. 
Search was made in every direclion, but for no pur­ 
pose ; no tidings of her could be obtained, and she was 
never ugais seen in life. 
About ten days afler, a m uff 
WU.S found floating in an old w ell, at som e distance out 
o f tow n, as the localities then w ere, (in »Spring street, 
w e believe) and on examination proved to be that bor­ 
rowed by the young lady, w hose mysterious disappear­ 
ance had by this time created a deep and universal sen­ 
sation.
